THEATRE BURNED. 

Norumbega Suffers Serious 
Loss 

Expects To Re-open On Monday, 
June 14. 


The open-air theatre at Norumbega 
Park, Atiburndnle, one or the most 
pretentions structures of Its kind In 
the country, was burned to the 
ground early this morning, with an 
estimated loss of $25,000. 

Tlie fire was discovered at 1,54 
o'clock by Special Officer Ferrlck. 
who Is night watchman at the grounds 
ami he immediately turned In an 
alarm. When the apparatus arrived 
the building was a mass or flames and 
from the eminence upon which it 
stood the flaming building lit up the 
section for miles around. Although 
the firemen got to work promptly the 
theatre was doomed and the efforts 
of the department were devoted to 
preventing the spread of the flames. 

It is thought that the fire originated 
in the actors’ dressing rooms, possibly 
from a cigarette, and it is believed 
that it Imd been smouldering some 
lime before its presence was known. 

The theatre Is a total loss, only the 
steel work remaining. Work was be- 
gun on clearing up the rubbish at five 
ihis morning and at 7 o'clock 250 men 
were at work. 

Arrangements have been made to 
erect a new theatre at once with 
singe, seats and dressing rooms and 
a canvas roof, similar to what was 
used before the burned building was 
constructed. The Company expect to 
have everything in working order by 
a week from next Monday, or June 
14th. The placing of a new steel roof 
will be postponed until fall. 

The damage to the Woman’s cot- 
tage was slight and as no other por- 
tion of the Park was injured, the at- 
tractiveness of the place has not been 
impaired.

Announcement xvns mmlo Inst Fri- 
day thni the Post Office Department 
had concluded arrangements with Mr. 
F. A. Bronkle, Agent of the Nonantum 
Building, for n lease of llic si ore now 
occupied by (lawn Wilson the grocer, 
nnd n port Inn of the store now occu- 
pied by Erlkson the tailor, for the 
Newton post office for the next ten 
years. The new office will be 26 feet 
in width and Is 117 feet In depth. 
The United Stales Government Is hard 
to suit nnd requires its landlord to 
provide the light, heal, fixtures, tlesl-* 
and even the waste bnskets for it to 
use. The change wns decided upon 
quite recently ns the lensc oT the pres- 
ent quarters expired last August nnd 
negotiations hnve been under way for 
some months for renewal. The form- 
er rent was $800 a year and the New- 
ton Associates, who own the building 
desired a Inrger return. It is rumored 
that only $50 separated the parties, 
at the last. It is also rumored that 
the rent In the Nonantum Building 
will he $1,200 a year, altho that figure 
is not official. Mr. Wilson will move 
his store around the corner towards 
.Jefferson street, a few doors from Ills 
present location. 

It la Interesting to note the few 
changes which hnve taken place In 
the location of the Newton post office 
during the past fifty yenrs. Smith's 
history tell s us that the first office 
was established In 1820 with Charles 
Enmes, who kept a small store on 
Washington street, about opposite the 
present bank site, a9 the first post 
master. He handed the office over to 
his journeyman, Wlllinm B. Newton, 
and he in turn was succeeded by the 
late Joseph X. Bacon. At that time 
the office was In the store of George 
W. Bacon, In the old Bacon block. 
Mr. Bacon vVas succeeded In I860 by 
Dr. Daniel P. Maun, the first apothe- 
cary In town, nnd moved to his shop, 
which adjoined the store now occu- 
pied by Harrington’s news depot. Mr. 
Chnries F. Rogers succeeded to the 
business of Dr. Mann, and indeed had 
acted ns postmaster when Mann held 
that office. He continued to act as 
deputy, altho Horace R. Wetherell 
and Dexter Whipple held the postmas- 
ter commissions. Mr. Samuel Chis- 
holm was appointed postmaster under 
Lincoln and moved the office across 
the railroad track to the drug store 
of Mr. E. T. Billlng9, then located in 
the old Eliot block, which had form- 


erly been the Kllot church. Here It 
remained until Chisholm was re- 
moved from office by President John- 
son and Edwin Holman appointed in 
Ills stead. Holman took the office In- 
to the old Hyde Block which stood 
about where Hudson’s drug store Is 
located In Nonantum square. The 
facts are a little obscure about this 
lime, but It Is evident that Chisholm 
was again appointed postmaster nfter 
Holman, ns his name appears on the 
post office books, but If that wns the 
ense it was for a short time, as Mr. 
John G. Lntta became postmaster 
about 1871. The time when the post 
office moved to Brackett’s block on 
Centre street Is also hazy, but It was 
probably about 1877 nnd Its InBt move 
across the street to the then Lancas- 
ter block wns probably in the early 
eighties. The writer recalls Mr. Lntta 
as postmaster in the present quarters i 
prior to the appointment of the late 
George H. Morgan ns postmaster by 
President Cleveland in 1885. Mr. 
■Morgan served until the consolidation 
in 1898, remaining as superintendent 
of the Newton office until 1901 when 
he became the postmaster of the en- 
tire city nnd wns succeeded as super- 
intendent of the Newton office by Mr. 
William J. Irving. Mr. Irving was 
succeeded by the present superinten- 
dent, Mr. John I. Fnrwell, In 1903. 

It will thus be seen that the office 
has been In Its present quarters for 
nearly thirty years and has probably 
been on the south side of the track 
Tor nenrly forty years.

SOCIAL EDUCATION 

BY NEWBOLD HAZARD 

Author of the Human Limit

Wo must credit Froobel with the 
Kiatement lhat "Life 1 b mathematics.” 
Having boon an accountant in his 
early career , it is but n natural ee- 
quence that lie should resolve the life 
problem Into n question of figures. 
i!o fails, however, In making the 
process clear lo (he average student 
of life. 

The science* of mathematics Is not 
universally understood. It is, In fact 
almost empirical, A good knowledge 
of figures Is necessary to the success- 
ful working out of all business enter- 
prises, political economy and ques- 
tions of national importance. These 
represent groups of associated indi- 
viduals. According to modern views 
of education, the group is regarded 
as a composite Individual, and every 
associated unit is trained lo repre- 
sent the group. 

The most uncultured mind can 
grasp the fact that life is a matter of 
time. 

We are taught by all the canons of 
philosophy that, under ordinary con- 
ditions, a person may expect to live, 
ai least, three score and ten years. 
This equals the age of seventy. Some 
people have lived much longer than 
that; many others have fallen far 
short nl' it. 

Other things being equal, seventy 
years of mortal existence Is not con- 
sidered excessive. But oilier things 
nro rarely equal In this life. The 
average mortality is therefore, great- 
ly increased. 

Thai Life is a question of mathe- 
matics from (he standpoint of Time 
is, perhaps, the simplest way of ex- 
pressing Froebei's idea in the lan- 
guage of to-day. There are other 
modes of expressing it, however. 

Time, at* we understand it, refers 
lo periods, or divisions of life into 
centuries, years, months, weeks, days, 
hours, minutes nnd seconds. There 
are other divisions outside the calen- 
dar of life. 

The analysis of time is a mental 
process, pure and simple. The ability 
to divide anything into periods, parts 
and fundamentals, presupposes the 
ability to add, subtract and multiply; 
for multiplication is the opposite of 
division, and addition the reverse of 
subtraction; while multiplication is 
but a series of additions, and division 
a series of subtractions. These pro 
cesses arc interdependent, independ- 
ent. of and dependent upon some hu- 
man interest which (hey represent 
They are all based upon a unit of 
value which men have agreed upon 
The currency of money values has 
(he same basis; It refers to human 
affairs, and resolves finances into 
higher mathematics. 

Owing to the close relation between 
time, mathematics and money, it 4s 
not strange lhat a successful life is 
generally regarded as dependent upon 
a bountiful supply of each. Bui these 
three terms are hardly synonymous. 
Neither is the mental side of life the 
whole of it. 

The mathematical (or mental) fac- 
ulty in the Individual takes note of 
time as representing the length of 
life only. There are other faculties 
which denote its breadth and thick- 
ness. The social faculty denotes the 
broadness of a man’s life, and the 
physical faculties, its solidity. .Mathe- 
matics enter into sociology and physi- 
cal development; but it is here we 
emerge from mere arithmetic and en- 
ter into the still higher phase of ge- 
ometry. We go from abstract figures 
which represent values and balances 
into forms and pictures, and from 
thence* Into the concrete realm of sol- 
ids. From representative balances we 
take up the sciences of equilibrium 
and architecture. We carry science 
into an. Wo have ceased tc* deal 
with time alone: the realm of space 
lias been added. With time and space 
the field of human activity, (or mo- 
tion) Is reached. 

The mat heinat leal art has to do, 
then, with the fundamentals of time, 
apace and motion. These are the hu- 
man fundamentals also. 

It Is evident that the education of 
man involves equally Ills mental, so- 
cial and physical natures, from a 
mulhoinulL-u! stand point . 

Looking at life in ibis way, it is 
beyond question u mathematical prob- 
lem. 

Taking up the social factor of har- 
mony with the foregoing, we again 
find that rhythm is mathematical in 
point of lime, Activity, or movement 
in the physical sense Is involved with 
time, or mathematics. 

Brain power Is measured by ability 
to 'figure things out; the conceptivc 
power In sound if theory is reduced 
to practice; executive power is true 
If directed by the true conception and 
tin* correct hypothesis, 

To the energizing Inlluenee of har- 
mony we have added the absolute ne- 
cessity of equality to the science and 
art of education. 

Froehol's wisdom was far-sighted 
Ills inlluenee la felt In all systems of 
< ‘ducal lou at (lie present time; hut ills 
mime Is still confined to the kinder- 
garten.

The position taken last week by the f 
GRAPHIC that the secretary of the v 
school comm il tee should bo a resident e 
of this city has been generally en- > 
dorsed, many citizens going out of j 
their way lo exprc9j to the editor r 
their apptoval of last week's editorial j 
on ihe subject. Let me suggest that i 
while such expressions are uaturally \ 
gratifying, ns indicating popular ap- ( 
proval, a more effective course would -j 
be to let your local member of the 
school committee know what you 
think on this Important matter. Mem- 
bers of the school committee state 
that they hope to obinln a person, es- 
pecially fitted for the position by 
training and education end that tbo 
■wider ihe field from which to select, 
the more likely they are to got the 
right person. Such reasoning rela- 
tive to a position like that of City 
Clerk, would be laughed out of court, 
and yet the latter office requires as 
much "special training" ns that or 
eecretnry of the school committee. 

It is a serious reflection on Ihe intel- 
ligence of thl9 community, IT the 
school board are compelled to select 
a non resident for such a position. A 
wrong Impression has been created 
by first telling the civil service that the 
salary was $1,000 and no condition 
as to knowledge of s enography. This 
has been rectified by the amonded no- 
tice posted to-day by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, stating that the sal- 
ary will be at lecst $1200 and may be 
come $1800, and that applicants will 
be examined in stenography and type 
writing. Another bad impression wa3 
created this week by the boasting of 
a non resident that his daughter had 
already teen selected for the position 
and that no one else had a chance 
for the riace. The school committee 
will do well (o clear up the Imprea 
.Blon that the mat'er has been pre- 
judged and determlred In advance of 
the civil service examination. 

SCHOOL SECRETARY 

The Civil Service Commission has 
posted an amended notice of the com 
ing examination to fill the rosltion or 
Secretary of the School committee, 
altlio the obnoxious waiving of the 
resident rule has not been changed. 
The new requirement Includes stenog 
raphy and typewriting and the limit £ 
of salary is raised to $1200 with pos- 
sible increase to $1800. 

The conditions are us follows: — 
Applicants must be not less than 25 
years of age, and will be examined In 
the following-named subjects: letter- 
writing: spelling: hand-writing; arith- 
metic. Including interest and dis- 
count; experience, training and edu- 
cation: government and United States 
history; stenography and typewriting; 
also a paper will be given to test the 
applicant’s facility In preparing re- 
cords of meetings, etc. 

The salary will not exceed $1,200 to 
begin with, bur may lie increased to 
$1 ,500 or $1,800 per annum at the dis- 
cretion of the School Committee. The 
School Committee slates that prefer- 
ence in appointment may be given to 
women, although men who qualify will 
tiot be debarred.

He then introduced Mayor Hutch 
Inson who said lu part: — There are 
no conflict of emotions on Memorial 
Day and there is no organized body 
In the world in which the individual 
Interest of its members is grenter 
than in the Grand Army. And this is 
our lesson — personal responsibility. 

In civic responsibility, we are nil in 
terested in Newton, and we at City 
Hall desire your co-operation and are 
not disturbed by friendly and Intelli- 
gent criticism. Bui you are not re- 
lieved from responsibility by electing 
us to olllce. Because we have an elil- 
cient police department, you do not 
leave your doors unlocked. Because 
we have an effective fire department 
you still are careful of matches and 
fires. Why not carry the same prin- 
cipal Into other city departments. We 
want you interested in our schools, in 
the beauties of our city, to guard Its 
magnificent asset of trees and foliage, 
and most of all we want you interest- 
ed lu our young men and women, to 
prepare them for a life where the 
standards will be greater than ever, 
where stability will be needed ns well 
ns ability. 

Major Barnes spoke briefly, saying:

It was in 1871, as 
an officer of the Clnflin Guard, with 
our gray uniforms and big bear skin 
hats, as Co. L of the First Reg’t, be- 
ing our first appearance In public in 
uniform, and I believe 1 have had the 
honor of parading on the staff nearly 
every year since. 

It is with pride and satisfaction 
that I see my old company, the Clallin 
Guard, with us to-day, ami know that 
they have performed escort duty for 
this Post every year since, with one 
exception, I believe, and that was, 
when they did their duty as soldiers, 
and were mustered into the United 
Stales service for the Spanish War, 
and though they saw no fighting, as 
you did, it was not their fault, as 
i hey were ready to give up their lives 
for their country, the same as the sol- 
diers of 18151. 

It is very gratifying and appropri- 
ate (hat we have with ns on these nn- 
nua) occasions the Spanish War Vet- 
erans, Sons of Veterans and Daugh- 
ters of Veterns, as well as our City 
Fathers, of which we are all proud, 
bin I miss our High School Battalion, 
anti cannot but feel that it was a mis- 
take in abolishing military instruction 
in our public schools, as these boys 
are a nucleus for (he government to 
draw from as volunteers in the future. 

Commander W. B. Monzelt, of the 
Spanish War Veterans said that ev- 
ery comrade was glad to be with the 
G. A. It. on this day, which lie be- 
lieved should be wholly put aside for 
its ceremonies.

SOCIAL SERVICE LEAGUE 

The Playground and Social Service 
League of Newton Centre has Issued 
the following appeal: — 

The residents of Newton Centre, in 
organizing the Playground and Social 
Service League, are providing an 
agency through which great good can 
be done for the children of our vil- 
lage. This League Is born of a real 
need; It will work for the accomplish- 
ment of great public benefit; IF must 
get Its strength Tfom an interested 
co-operation of all townspeople. 

No town Is doing its full duty by 
the rising generation when it neglects 
any opportunity to plan for their best 
development. The rapid growth of 
the playground movement throughout 
the country brings to us accumulating 
evidence of the great place that play 
rightfully occupies In the wholesome 
development of the young, and yet a 
careful investigation Into present con- 
ditions in our own suburb has re- 
vealed to our citizens how small a 
proportion of our hoys get full value 
from hours out of doors and how 
many may get Into the pitfalls that 
await unoccupied mind and hand 
Such an investigation led to public 
discussion, a public meeting, and to a 
permanent organization as above 
shown. 

All visitors to our town are im- 
pressed with the unusual playground 
facilities which public foresight has 
provided. A seventeen acre plot of 
so great beauty and usableness with- 
in a stone’s throw of the schools and 
the town's centre has hardly an equal 
in the country. The League proposes 
to develop the great possibilities of 
tills playground and to employ a 
trained agent who will give all his 
time to the work. Careful Inquiry 
has brought to us such a man, and he 
is to take up his residence here on 
June 7th. 

Mr. William N. Howard has pre 
pared for this sort of work at the In- 
ternational Y. M. C. A. Training 
School of Springfield, and comes to 
us with the highest recommendations 
from the school and the best of repu- 
tation among his associates. The 
League believes that It has secured 
an exceptional agent for our peculiar 
needs. Through the courtesy of the 
school committee, .Air. Howard will 
have an office in the .Mason School, 
and by City appropriation there Is 
$1,000.00 available to improve the fa- 
cilliies of the playground. It will be 
Mr. Howard's effort to encourage 
clean sport and regulate competition; 
to repress roughness or profanity; to 
support honesty and fairness In all 
games; to be a close friend to the 
boys; and, while helping in their in- 
dividual needs, to leave to them the 
training that comes from responsi- 
bility and leadership.

Of jumping standards and u stream

of boys were mailing the bar. Surely 
a chance for congenlnl, natural play 
is the most ncccpiable and truly valu- 
able opportunity that young America 
can he given. 

The city government are now ready 
io expend an appropriation of SLUM) 
on the grounds and the suggestions 
of the Playground League and their 
director will help put this generous 
sum io the best advantage, There 
will be at least 3 new tennis courts, 
a second diamond, new back-stops. 
Jumping plots, track repairing ami for 
younger visitors sand boxes, swing, 
nnd tilts. City appropriations must, 
of course, be pul entirely Into the 
grounds, and Mr. Howard's salary, the 
expense of carrying on the work for 
a year, and the cost of a shelter must 
be met by the League. The appeal 
for subscribing membership has this 
week gone out to all the town and it 
Is expected that Newton Centre will 
again live up to its reputation for 
generous and enlightened ^public 
spirit.

pare for the local meet. As many 
entrants for the races In Class III 
and IV, which includes any boy under 
21 resident in any part of Newton 
Centre or Newton Highlands, will find 
It more convenient to use the field 
and track In the evening, Mr. Howard 
will be on the playground from 7 
o'clock till dark on Mondny, Wednes- 
day and Friday evenings during the 
next 3 weeks. In the events for 
younger boys these changes are to be 
noted: Class I Is for boys under 90 
lbs. Instead of under 100 ibs., and 
Class II for boys over 90 lbs. All the 
relay races are to be half mile events, 
220 yards to each runner.

Ing was erected in 1809, over the well 
which stood just west or the building 
erected in 1660 by Edward Jackaon. 
The flrat home of Edward Jackson 
was purchased from Simon Bradstreet 
In 1646 together with 600 ar-res of 
land for the sum of 140 pounds. This 
building was 18 by 24 feet In size. 
It was enlarged in 1660 and with the 
present building has been the home of 
nine generations of the Jackson fam- 
ily. The 1809 house was erected by 
Major Timothy Jackson of Revolution- 
ary War fame, and its window glass 
was brought 'from England, a few 
panes still remaining In service. The 
granite was hauled from Quincy by 
oxen and the brick came from Cam- 
bridge. When It was remodelled tw#i 
years ago. Its enormous beams, raf- 
ters, and door steps were found per- 
fectly sound and good, and the entire 
house Is constructed In a moat sub- 
stantial manner. During the slavery 
agitation the house served as "an un- 
derground railroad station for fugitive 
slaves, many of whom were hidden 
In the well In Its cellar. The original 
front door of the 1660 house is used 
as a side entrance and Is of double

SOCIAL EDUCATION 

BY NEWBOLD HAZARD 
Author of the Human Limit 

(Copyright 1909 by Edwin Chftse 
Merrill) 

(Continued from last week) 

When n person undertakes to do 
anything he Is impressed with the de- 
sirability of effort In some particular 
direction. Before he can exercise the 
powers of volition, he must have n 
reason for directing thoBC powers for ! 
Rome purpose. The more definite and 
distinct this purpose appears to him 
the stronger the force of will which 
he brings to bear upon the purpose 
or motive. Distinctness and definite- 
ness of motive measure Its strength 
and force of volttlonary activity 
which he ran exercise. 

Human development In any given 
direction depends upon motive, and 
the force which may be brought to 
bear upon It Is determined by the 
clear and distinct manner in which 
the purpose 1 b held before the con- 
sciousness. 

It we are to seek, grasp and retain 
a higher type of being, we must have 
a clearly defined motive In view. 

The question before us is. Why do 
we desire greater and more perfect 
development? 

We will endeavor to answer this 
question, for if we are ever to have 
clearness of vision, we must strive to 
begin clearly. 

There is inherent In every human 
being a strong desire to grow into 
something different from that special 
type of personality which presents It- 
self to consciousness as self. This 
desire is a craving for change. As a 
race of beings we have an Incessant 
appetite for a greater diversity In the 
external world, which appeals to the 
senses and which stirs the body Into 
greater activity, provides food for 
thought and entertains and exercises 
the emotions. (Nature, as well as hu- 
man nature, will not be satisfied un- 
less she is forever exhibiting her 
beauties in multitudinous and con- 
stantly varying forms. We, the chil- 
dren of Nature, derive both profit and 
pleasure from the contemplation of 
the countless variety of ways through 
which she speaks to us. Man follows 
out the plan of Nature by devising 
for himself more combinations and is 
led into all sorts of notions, extrava- 
gant and otherwise, under the plea 
that "Vnrlety Is the spice of life." 
There is a deeper meaning than 
"spice” Implies, in life’s variations. 
The law which underlies this human 
tendency is the law of growth. All 
vegetation is swayed by winds and 
storms, by temperature, light, sound 
and humidity, all constantly varying 
In degree; and it not only accommo- 
dates Itself to whatever comes along, 
but It is safe lo assume that without 
these disturbing Influences it would 
soon be In a less flourishing condition. 
This is as true of man as It is of 
vegetation. The Inherent desire for 
variety and change which he obeys is 
a desire for growth. It is the impell- 
ing force of evolution which pervades 
all things and urges them onward to- 
ward more highly perfected forms. 
Diversified knowledge perfects the In- 
I tellect; diversified physical exercise 
perfects the body; diversified emo- 
tions perfect the motive force of the 
social nature. We, therefore, desire 
greater and more perfect development 
. In all directions because growth ac- 
cruing from change is a law of Na- 
' ture: and we are not satisfied with 
ourselves uuless we obey the laws 
under which we retain our hold on 
1 life. 

' The strongest human motive, then, 
is an Inborn craving for something 
beyond mere self-preservation. It 
Implies a general dissatisfaction with 
anything short of a constant growth 
Into a larger and more complete life 
capacity. The evolutionary motive 
1 which man intelligently adopts as his 
j highest purpose moves him along the 
i lines of least resistance, from a less 
evolved into a more evolved type of 
being. 

But this variety which so appeals 
to us because of Its developing pow- 
er Is grossly misunderstood by almost 
every person. A part of the truih has 
been realized. It may be said that all 
parrs of the truth have been, and are, 
fully understood us parts. But the 
whole has eluded the consciousness 
from lack of seeing power. It is eusy 
to understand why this might be. A 
person looking at a triangular monu- 
ment could hardly determine Its num- 
ber of sides from uny single point of ; 
view. 

People are looking at threefold life 
from different points, and unthinking- 
ly assume that they are contemplat- 
ing the whole. The mental, emotional 
and physical parts of mail, while be- 
ing fed and stimulated by variety, 
must be united In the leading motive 
in each; and the only motive which 
Is common to Ills threefold self is de- 
sire for growth and development. 

Any system of education, social or 
otherwise, that provides for equal 
growth, socially, intellectually and 
physically with one distinct ultimate 
motive of Ideal manhood and woman- 
hood, is in harmony with all of Na- 
ture’s laws, and such all-round cul- 
ture Is practical to the core in the 
affairs or every-day life.

The lack of candidates for the po- 
sition of secretary of the school com- 
mittee can be attributed to either of 
two causes. The first, and 1 believe 
the more Important cause was the 
Impression which the public received 
— unofficial, of course, but still defi- 
nite enough to bear some plausibility 
— that the matter had been settled In 
advance of the examination, and that 
it would be waste of time for others 
to make application. The second rea- 
son was the vaclllitatlng action of the 
Civil Service Commission in posting 
two notices of the examination, the 
second changing the * requirements 
stated in the first. I still see no rea- 
son to change the attitude taken In 
these columns from the first that this 
position should, as a matter of course 
he filled by a resident of this city. 
The charge of provincialism which 
can be made at this, is not so henious 
as the impression that Newton cannot 
fill a 51,500 position from its own citi- 
zens. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Hon. Albert L. Harwood of Newton 
Centre who was the target last fall 
of the Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, James H. Vahey, has been 
completely exonerated by the report 
just made to the Senate by the Joint 
Committee on Ways and Means. The 
report follows, a few extraneous para- 
graphs being omitted. 

The joint committee on Ways and 
Means, to whom was referred the pe- 
tition of James H. Vahey for legisla- 
tion to provide for an investigation 
of the business of the various depart- 
ments and commissions of the Com- 
monwealth, in reporting their recom- 
mendation that the petitioner be giv- 
en leave to withdraw, deem it proper, 
in view of certain serious charges 
made by the petitioner, to make a spe- 
cial report concerning those charges. 

One of these charges was in sub- 
stance that Albert L. Harwood, Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the 
School for the .Feeble Minded, had 
acted as counsel for the owners of 
certain property which was sold to 
the Commonwealth for the use of the 
School for the Feeble Minded; that 
tills property and other property pur- 
chased for the school at W rent ham 
had been purchased at a price much 
in excess of Its real value; that the 
purchase price of this property and 
other properties had been paid over 
to Mr. Harwood as counsel for the 
grantors; and that of the eight thou- 
sand dollars paid by the Common- 
wealth for the property of Lillian K. 
P. and Percy S. Farrar, which money 
was paid over to Mr. Harwood as 
their counsel, .Mr. Harwood had re- 
tained or failed to account for about 
three thousand dollars. 

-Mr. Harwood and several of the 
trustees of the School for the Feeble 
.Minded appeared before the commit- 
tee and testified concerning the pur- 
chase of the various properties in 
Wrentharn, including the Farrar prop- 
erty. From their testimony it ap- 
peared that Mr. Harwood suggested 
io his fellow trustees that they should 
go over to Wrentham and look over 
tile property. .Mr. James and Mr. 
Connors of the Board accordingly ac- 
companied Mr. Harwood to Wren- 
tham, where they were shown the 
Farnar estate by Percy S. Farrar. 
When the question arose as to the de- 
sirability of the land and the proper 
price therefor, Mr. Harwood explained 
to Ufa fellow trustees that he had 
acted in certain matters as counsel 
lor the owners of the property, though 
never in connection with the Wren- 
tham property, concerning which lie 
had no knowledge prior to that visit, 
except that the Farrars hud such a 
property, and that lie should decline 
to act with them in the matter or de- 
ciding as to the desirability of the 
local ion or the price therelor. The 
other trustees, acting without his co- 
operation, deemed the place a suit- 
able one for tile purposes of the 
School, and the price asked for the 
Farrar property. $S,UUU, to be a fair 
price. Wliile tlie price paid fur the 
properties was generally In excess of 
assessed valuations, the committee is 
of the opinion thut the price paid 
was not in excess of the fair valua- 
tion thereof, atul that the purchases 
were wisely made. The charge that 
certain property was bought at six- 
ti— n limes, its assessed value was 
without foundation. The property in 
question was located in two towns, 
and a very small part thereof in 
Wrentham. The charge was based 
on the purchase price of the whole 
and the assessed valuation in Wren- j 
tliani. 

With regard to Mr. Harwood’s re I 
latloin with Lillian K. K Farrar and] 
Fercy S. Farrar, as counsel, the corn 
mlttee finds that Mr. Harwood had 
never ac'ed as counsel for them in' 
connection wit it the Wivuthum prop-, 
fcity prior to its purchase by the 
Common wealth ami the records of 
considerable litigation with regard to 
this property in none of which h*- 
up pen red a« counsel, help to sustain 
this finding It appears, however, 
that after the agreement to purchase 
bad been concluded and the time was

ripe for passing title to the Common- 1 
wealth, that Lillian K. I\ and Percy ' 
S. Farrar, and one Wilson,, who also I 
was soiling to ihe Commonwealth, to- 
gether with other parties interested in 
their lands by virtue or mortgages or 
execution sales, requested Mr. liar- 
wood to collect the amounts due them 
from the Common wealth, and to di- 
vide said moneys among the parties 
In interest, ntid gave him orders en- 
abling hint so to do. Accordingly Mr.; 
Harwood collected these amounts, i 
$8,000 for the Farrar estate and 
$2,900 for the Wilson estate. Of the 
$2,900 paid Mr. Harwood on account 
of tlie Wilson property $714 was paid 
to satisfy a mortgage; Wilson was 
paid $2.1 S5. 42; the cost of discharg- 
ing the mortgage on the records was 
fifty cents, and eight cents was spent 
for postage. Of the $8,000 paid on 
account of the Farrar estate, the sum 
of $1,505 was paid to Artemas Wil- 
lard and Frank E. Snow and others 
by their order for the interest they 
had obtained by purchase at Sheriff's 
sale of the interests of Waldo Farrar, 
a brother of Lillian K. P. and Percy 
S. Farrar; $50.74 was paid for taxes 
and $10 was paid to W. F. Bacon for 
legal services. The payment of these 
sums left the sum of $6,482.20 due 
Lillian K. P and Percy S. Farrar, or 
$2,214.13 due each. By order of Percy 
S. Farrar, Mr. Harwood paid out his 
share of the money, partly to him di- 
rect, partly to the concern of which 
Mr. Farrar was mannger, and partly 
to creditors of Mr. Farrar. The total 
amount so paid out on 51 r. Farrar's 
order was $3,219.48, or slightly more 
than hlB share of the estate. There 
were no payments to Mr. Harwood of 
any part of this money. April 20, 
1907, Mr. Farrar gave to Mr. Har- 
wood a receipt In full for his share of 
the estate, which by an error in the 
figures, was reckoned at $3,216.76. He 
left a considerable part of the money 
at that time, however, in Mr. Har- 
wood’s hands to be paid out later by 
his order. The last payment of this 
money in Mr. Harwood’s hands was 
made August 13, 1907. A full account 
of all moneys paid out by Mr. Har- 
wood on Mr. Farrar’s order has been 
submitted to the Committee, bearing 
the following endorsement: 

“I hereby certify that the accounts 
contained here are correct and that 
all payments not made to me person- 
ally were paid on my order given 
Apr. 9, 1907. 

(Signed) Percy S. Farrar.” 

Mar. 19, 1907. 

The share of Lillian K. P. Farrar 
was handled in much the same way 
by Mr. Harwood. She gave him a re- 
ceipt fn full for her share of the prop- 
erty April 20, 1907, and directed him 
to hold what had not already been 
paid over to her subject to her order. 
Mr. Harwood's account of her share 
shows payments to her and by her 
order of $3,155, and a balance Dec. 1, 
1907, subject to her order of $59.13, a 
total of $3,214.13, and this account is 
certified as correct by Lillian K. P 

Farrar. 

There is no evidence to show that 
Mr. Harwood ever received anything 
for acting for the Farrars in this 
transaction, and there is much evi- 
dence, which the committee consider 
conclusive, that he did not. His ac- 
counts are perfectly straight and ! 
above criticism, in so far as his dis- 
positions of the money received is 
concerned, and the committee con- 
sider the charge that he retained a 
considerable portion or any part 
thereof to have been completely re- 
futed. As a matter of fact, no evi- 
dence to sustain the charge was pre- 
sented and the charges might well 
have ben dismissed without the neces- 
sity of proof of their luck of founda- 
tion. The committee, however, have 
deemed it wise to clear up the whole 
matter completely, and to present the 
refutation of the charges in its re- 
port. 

Tlie committee Is therefore of tlie 
opinion that the charge that the 
Wrentham property was purchased 
for much more titan its real value 
has no substantial foundation, and 
that the trustees were without blame 
in the matter, and acted for the best 
interests of the Comm on wealth; that 
the charge that Mr. Harwood had re- 
tained or failed to account for the 
sum of three thousand dollars or any 
part of the purchase price was base- 
less, and completely refuted by the 
evidence. Tlie other charge, that Mr. 
Harwood acted as counsel for the Far- 
rars In tlie matter, is refuted In so 
fur as it concerns the negotiations 
for the purchase of the property, or 
In selecting tlie Wrentham site for 
the School. Tlie committee feels, 
however, that Mr. Harwood was not 
in tlie exercise of good judgment to 
act as attorney for any of tlie parties 
in receiving for them the amounts 
■mid by the Common wealth for tlie 
lands, and that while his acts as such 
attorney were not only done with all 
honesty and integrity, hut also with- 
out any compensation whatever, such 
it course on Ills part might be open to 
criticism as tending to throw suspi- 
cion mi tlie transact ion. 

The hill to assess the state tax car- 
j ties u total tills year of a million less 
than in Newton’s assessment be- 

ing $91,755 instead of $112.11'. a sav- 


ing of over $20,909 for which the city 
should he duly grateful. The reduc- 
tion is said to he enused by an In- 
crease of a half million In receipts 
and a saving of the same amount In 
expenditures, to be credited to Gov- 
ernor Draper. Let the good work go 
on.

DO NOT KILL THE9E BUGS 

The Caloioma Sycophanta Are Mak- 
ing War on the Gypay Moth. 

Calosoma Sycophants! Warning! 
Do not destroy these beneficial In- 
sects! 

They are the hugs which the stale 
gypsy moth and brown-tall fighters 
are using to kill destructive pests, and 
State Forester F. W. Rane has Bent 
out circulars asking people to pro- 
tect them. In their feasts upon gyp- 
sies and brown-tails the calosomas 
are likely to be found underneath 
burlap with the destructive kind. Mr. 
Rane’s circular says: 

“They are our European imported 
friends already established in many 
places, and are doing valiant service 
in destroying the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths. They are very active. In 
each stage they are destroyers of the 
gypsy and brown-tail caterpillar and 
pupae. 

“Do not destroy them. Pass the 
word along and let everybody protect 
them. Teachers and parents, instruct 
your young people not to molest them. 
When killing gypsy moth caterpillars 
under burlap you are also likely to 
find these insects, but be careful to 
do them no harm. 

“In order to ascertain how gener- 
ally they have spread. I shall be glad 
to receive reports from any person 
who may find them.” 

SUMMER THEOLOGY 

The summer school of theology be- 
gan Its annual session Tuesday morn- 
ing In the Newton theological Institu- 
tion at Newton Centre.

BOY DROWNED

It Is the aim of the 
League lo give the benefits of travel 
to those school boys of Western Aus- 
tralia who are worthy of such a tour. 

The Columbia Park Boys' Club Is 
an old established Institution in the 
city of San Francisco. For fourteen 
years it has made an earnest effort to 
promote a better understanding of 
the need of work for boys In the city 
of San Francisco. The Columbia 
Park Boys' Club has laid a foundation 
for boys’ work that is unique III its 1 
way. The dramatic work, the long 
summer walking tripB. the manual 
training, the musical development, all 
have been monumental in the history 
of this Boys’ Club and a race of 
strong, sturdy boys has been develop- 
ed and r living example set of what 
the American city boy ought to be 
trained to do. At the end of its four- 
teenth year the head-worker of the 
Club Is taking forty of its sturdiest 
sons on this long and wonderful trip 
to Australia, and to show the Australi- 
an boys how the highest type of Am- 
erican boy, at the present time, can 
be developed. 

The party that leaves to-day con- 
sists of a group of seven senior mem- 
bers of the Club, all of whom have 
been in the organization for at least 
ten years. They have grown up with 
the Club from boyhood. They repre- 
sent the highest development of the 
work and are trained in all the dif- 
ferent branches for which the Club 
has Btood sponsor. They represent 
the government of the party and have 
a full understanding of the responsi- 
bility of governing the younger mem- 
bers.

A NOTE OF WARNING! 

-A Call to 8erious Consideration of the 
Growing Dangers of the Fourth 
of July. 

Is not the present form of celebra- 
tion a constantly increasing aource of 
danger to life and property? Can we 
atop it? 

Considering the rapidly changing 
character of our population, the 
Fourth of July, as a day for the reck- 
less use of flre-lgnltlng substances and 
explosives, is proving a menace to the 
public welfare. 

The closely ^built shlngled-roofed 
frame houses, which make up the 
greater part of our cities and towns, 
coupled with the growing careless- 
ness regarding rubbish, add greatly to 
the danger. 

The fireworks seem to be increas- 
ing In volume of fire and explosive 
effect. Even trolleys and autos are 
used to throw off fireworks and explo- 
sives, taking advantage of the rapid 
movement to prevent all control by 
police or fire patrols, thus doubling 
tbelr dangerous effect. 

The fire apparatus of our cities and 
towns Is so overtaxed by the number- 
less calls on the Fourth that it Is a 
difficult matter to respond when help 
is summoned l>y neighboring towns or 
cities, while the wear atvd tear of the 
lire apparatus and injury to the 
horses during the hot day make havoc 


with the apparatus and add to the 
burden of the tax-payer. 

The lives of firemen, always Jeopar- 
dized in going to and In service at 
fires, are doubly hazarded by explo- 
sives thrown under the horses and in- 
to the apparatus on the Fourth. 

Also the growing number of false 
alarms in cities, added to the reck- 
less use of the day, lessens the ability 
of the department to cope with actual 
fires. If the city of Portland was 
burned by a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion, sustaining a loss of some ten 
million dollars, how much greater the 
danger to property at the present 
time! 

Never a Fourth but scores of chil- 
dren pay the penalty of carelessness 
in the present form of celebration. 
Life and limb are being jeopardized 
as never before by explosives thrown 
from windows above the street level, 
setting fire to clothing and menacing 
the eyesight of passers-by. Homes 
afillcted by recent death, or having 
people seriously ill, suffer Intensely 
by the noise and continued excite- 
ment of the Fourth, and a large num- 
ber of deaths are attributable to it. 

If cities and towns would see that 
all the rubbish is removed before the 
Fourth of July, one great sources of 
danger would be eliminated. 

If the use of fireworks and explo- 
sives was limited to public parks aud 
playground^, and then only In certain 
hours, the- police and public wardens 
would at. least have a chance to mini- 
mize the danger.

BIRDS KILLED BY SPRAYING 

A large amount of circumstantial 
evidence seems to Justify the assump- 
tion that birds are killed by spraying 
trees with arsenical insecticides for 
the purpose of killing Insects. Last 
year many birds were found dead 
where trees were sprayed and the 
State Ornithologist began an investi- 
gation to determine whether the birds 
were killed by spraying. The evidence 
secured was not conclusive enough to 
clear up the matter fully. It Is now 
time to begin spraying for the gypsy 
moth, brown tall moth and elm-leaf 
beetle.. Dead birds usually may be 
round *wlthln two or three days after 
spraying has been done. 

All who are interested in bird life 
are requested to be on the watch for 
dead birds under or In the vicinity of 
sprayed trees, and to forward any 
found to E. H. Forbush. State Orni- 
thologist, Room 136, State House, 
Boston, Mass. It is proposed to have 
the birds’ bodies analyzed to learn If 
they have been poisoned by the spray- 
ing mixture.
